Taft took the situation into his own 
b ands nnd through the United States 
amb assador at St. Petersb urg on last 
Sunday made the first move toward 
the cancellation of the treaty.

president notifhnl tho United States of 
his action and asked for the approval 
and ratification of that b ody. 
President Taft's procedure in ter­ 
minating the treaty was in marked 
contrast to the method proposed b y 
the house of representatives in the 
Sulzer resolution. 
instead of b oldly 
acctrslng Russia of having violated the 
terms of the treaty President Taft 
served notice of the desire of the Unit­ 
ed States fo terminate it on the ground 
“that It is no longer reiq gmslve to the 
political and material relations of the 
two countries” and b ecause the treaty 
has given “rise from time to time to 
certain controversies eq ually regretted 
b y b oth governments,” 
The president 
not only refrained 
from any direct reference to discrim­ 
ination owing to race or religion, hut 
accepted the opportunity to emphasize 
tho longstanding friendship b etween 
the two governments and to ex press 
an earnest hope for its continuance 
and final negotiation of another treaty 
of "friendship, commerce and naviga­ 
tion.” 
As n result of the president's diplo­ 
matic handling of tho situation any
